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THE TRUNK OPENERS. 


An Account of their Methods 
and Capture. 


WILL BE T R IE D IS M ISSISSIPPI 


T h e Ringleader's Capture in Mexico. 
An E n te rta in in g Story—The 
S. P . Not Concerned. 


The H s r a l d of a few daya ago c o n 
t lined a partial a c c o u n t o t a s y s t e m of 
robbing trunks which has baen carried 
on for some tim e on some of t h e rail­ 
roads which center at New Orleans 
The information received a t that ti m e 
was adm itted to be very incomplete, and 
it now appears th at some of it was mis­ 
leading. The statem ent that employees 
of the Southern Pacific were in any way 
ooncerned in the affair wae shown to be 
wrong. I t happened that the robberies 
were nearly all accomplished on trunks 
w hich were checked through to this 
Coast, and for that reason the claims 
were first lodged against the Southern 
Pacific. W hen the names of the men 
who were captured were made known it 
was frond that they were all either ex- 
g 


ress messengers for the United States 
ompany or train baggagemen on the 
Queen and Crescent line-. 
J. S. Risdon was in town yesterday for 
a short time and was seen by a reporter 
of this paper and the full particulars of 
the affair obtained. 
They have never 
been made public either by the papers of 
New Ot leans, where the men where orig­ 
inally arrested, or by those of the Eastern 
States. The Associated Press sent oat 
the news a few days ago that the leader 
of the gang, Thomas J. Lattimer, had 
been arrested by Matt Pinkerton in L ar­ 
edo, New Mexico, but the particular cir­ 
cumstances of this arrest and the re­ 
m ainder of the story have not been made 
public. 
Mr. RiedOn is the train m aster of the 
Queen and Crescent Iíd o in Cincinnati. 
H e went down with the Pinkerton men to 
New O rleans to assist in capturing the 
m en and then came on to El Paso with 
M att Pinkerton in search of the ring­ 
leader, Lattim er. 
He visited this Coast 
in search of witnesses who could identify 
goods that were stolen and also to pay 
some of the claims. 
It appears from the account which he 
gives that the robberies began about a 
year ago. 
For a long time it was impos­ 
sible to tell which road was concerned, 
w hether it was the Queen aud Crescent, 
which runs from Cincinuati to New Or­ 
leans, the T e x a B Pacific, or the South­ 
ern Pacific. Tne thieves were very care­ 
ful to operate only on through baggage, 
w hich had the effect of throwing the 
responsibility on a num ber of different 
m en. 
At last some robberies on branch 
lines of the Queen and Crescent made it 
evident that the bulk of the robberies 
were connected with that line. 
Believ­ 
ing th at only a few were in the con­ 
spiracy, the company tried the experi­ 
m ent of changing their baggage meu and 
express messengers about in the hope 
that 
the 
guilty 
ones 
would 
be 
caught and reported. 
The 
baggage 
car contained always one baggage man 
and one express messenger. 
Neither 
one could have touched a trunk without 
the knowledge of the other. From the 
confession of two of the men who were in 
the conspiracy it has been learned how 
the business was worked. There were 
twenty-three men concerned, of which 
num ber fourteen were express messen­ 
gers and the rest baggage men. The 
work was regularly done on the limited 
trainB as they passed through Southern 
Mississippi where very few stops were 
made. The trunkB were either unlocked 
w ith skeleton keys, or if this was not 
practicable, the lock was taken off with 
pincherB and after the trunk was rifled it 
was replaced. It is generally supposed 
th at when a trunk papses from the hands 
of one line to the next it is examined to 
see that it is all right bat this is rarely 
done as a m atter of fact. 
T ae detectives of the Queen and Cres­ 
cent road worked on the case for a 
num ber of months and a New Orleans 
agency tried its hand at the business, 
but without success. 
It was placed in 
the hands of the Pinkerton people about 
a month ago, and within three weeks 
they had two of the men in a position 
where they were compelled to confess. 
Seventeen arrests were made. 
Six men 
managed to make their escape, the ring­ 
leader, Lattim er, among them. Those 
whc were captured were put in jail at 
New Orleans, where it was at first the 
intention of the company to have*tbem 
tried. It was presently ascertained thai 
th e best cases against the men were lo­ 
cated in Mississippi, and it was decided 
to have the prisoners transferred to that 
State. 
It took no small amount of 
scheming, however, to accomplish this 
design. 
The requisition for the men was pro­ 
cured from the Governor of Mississippi 
•a d presented to the Governor of Louis­ 
iana. The latter at first refused to sign 
it. The m en had many friends in New 
Orleans and were able to use a good deal 
of influence. At last 
the 
Governor 
granted the requisition upon the under­ 
standing that the cases in Louisiana 
were all to be dismissed. Fearful of 
habeas corpus proceedings the authori­ 
ties of the road who were conducting the 
affair arranged with the judge in whose 
court the dismissal was granted to hold 
back the papers until the men were 
gotten out of the Btate. 
A big crowd 
gathered at the station with the avowed 
intention of freeing the men anyhow, 
but they were taken out of the city in 
hacks along the Shell road to Lake Poi.- 
chartrain and smuggled out of the city 
by a round-about route. 
They were taken to M eridian, Miss., 
where their trial will soon come on. 
In the meantime M att Pinkerton, the 
son of old Allan, who m ade the name 
famous, had gone down iato Mexico to 
capture Lattimer. 
A Chattanooga mil­ 
lionaire, Thomas J. Richardson, was 
very anxious to see L attim er captured, 
so that he could fiud out where his wife's 
diamonds, valued at $7,000, were. 
They 
had been stolen from her trunk while it 
was on its way to New York, and as Lat 
tim er was known to have $4,000 in New 
Orleans a short time before the exposure 
of the conspiracy, it was believed that 
he had managed the sale of the bril­ 
liants. 
It was learned that a m an answering 
the description of Lattim er was serving 
as an express messenger on the Mexican 
National between the City of Mexico and 
San Luis Poto3i. 
He went by the name 
of J. A. White. Pinkerton hunted him 
op 
and 
learned 
th at 
he 
was 
the 
very 
man 
that was 
wanted. 
H e 
knew 
that 
if 
he 
nndertook 
to get extradition papers the m an would 
xnake his escape, so he decided to get 
him up into the States. 
He therefore 
laid the matter before the president of 
the road. 
ih e latter official agreed to 
do what he coaid to bring th^ man to 
justice, and gave orders that jL* should 


be qnietly transferred to a run which 
term inated farther north. 
Presently the 
man who had the route one end of 
which was Laredo, New Mexico, was 
taken ill, and “ W hite” was asked to tBke 
his place for a day or two. When he ar­ 
rived in Laredo he was ordered by the 
condnctor of the train to go over to the 
American side of the town to report at 
the company’s office. Here some officers 
were waiting for him, and 
he was 
bagged. 
This man Lattimer was at one time 
worth $75,000, and occupied a good posi­ 
tion with the company. 
He ruined him ­ 
self with drink and gambling, and was at 
laf-t given a place as an express messen­ 
ger.

A BIG LAND SUIT. 


T lie T itle of tine S a n F elip e L a u d 
a n d W ater C om p an y. 
In th9 U. 8. Circuit Court yesterday 
Elena Castillo de Estrade brought suit 
against the San Felipe Land and Water 
Company of San Disgo, for a one-half 
interest in the 8an Felipe rancho. 
The claimant is a Mexican woman, a 
resident of Placer county, in this State 
She was born in Hermosillo, Sonora 
Mexico, in 1828. 
H er father, Felipe 
Castillo, came to Los Aageles back in 
the forties, or earlier, and procured, 
through Pio Pico, who was then Gover­ 
nor of California, the grant to the San 
Felipe rancho, in San Diego county, con 
taining nearly 10.000 acres. The grant 
was made May 30,1848. Two years later 
Don Felipe died and left a will, by 
which 
all 
his 
estates 
were 
be­ 
queathed to his children, Mrs. E s­ 
trada and her three brothers, Loreto, 
Refugio and Manuel. 
Augustin Olivera 
was appointed executor, but be never 
qualified in any way. 
Refugio and 
Manuel died at different times, both 
intestate, and their sharec naturally fell 
to the surviving brother and sister. 
In 
1850, Loreto, joining with him 
Olivera and Manuel Garfias, undertook 
to adm inister the estate. They gave a 
deed of the 8an Feiipe rancho to Juan 
Forster for $1,500, half cash and half 
live stock. 
In 1853 Juan Forster went 
before thell.S. Land Commissioners who 
were appointed to adjust disputed land 
titles, and proved up on the San Felipe 
rancho. 
H is averm ent was that he 
had purchaied the interest of all the 
Gastello heirs under the original grant, 
by 
order 
of 
a 
court of 
compe­ 
tent jurisdiction. Olivera, Mrs Forster’s 
principal witness, 
is alleged to have 
stated that Felipe Castillo left only the 
three boys as his heirs, and suppressed 
all knowledge of the existence of the 
sister. On this evidence the rancho was 
duly confirmed to Forster. 
On August G, 
1866, letters patent for the land issued to 
Forster. At the same time the deed 
made by Loreto Castillo was filed for 
record in Los Angeles county. 
Elena Castillo de Estrado left H erm o­ 
sillo in 1851 and went to Marysville. 
In 
1865 she removed to 
Placer county, 
where she has since 
resided. 
Her 
mother died when she was an infant. 
She last saw her father in Hermosillo in 
1847, and never corresponded with him. 
Some years after her arrival in Cali­ 
fornia her brother, Loreto, told her that 
her father had made a will giving her 
some land in San Diego. 
This was 
the first intimation she bad had of the 
devise. Loreto told her he had sold his 
own interest, but not hers, which re­ 
mained intact and vested in her. 
Her 
husband, Ciriaco Estrada, set on foot in­ 
quiries as to the legacy. 
He found Lo­ 
reto, his brother-in-law, who informed 
him that his sister owned an interest in 
pome land in San Diego willed by her 
father, and that he had sold his own but 
not his eieter’s interest. 
Plaintiff avers 
that she never heard of the Forster deed 
till 18SS, in which year J. B. Lamar, 
Esq., oí San Jose, her attorney, informed 
her th at he had procured a copy from 
the Recorder’s office in Los Angeles. 
She was then also told of the proceed­ 
ings before the United States Land Com­ 
missioners and the United States District 
Court. 
Elena Castillo de Estrade says she is 
an ignorant woman, and that she can 
neither read nor write. 
In her petition 
for relief in equity she asks to be restored 
to her original one-fourth interest in the 
ranch; that the will of her father be de 
clared valid; that the Forster deed be 
set aside so far as her interests and those 
of her brothers Manuel and Refugio, de­ 
ceased, are concerned; that she be de­ 
clared to be the heir-at-law and entitled 
to one-balf of the interests of her de­ 
ceased brothers, and that the patent to 
Forster be declared a trust for her and 
her brothers. 
The brother Loreto is still living. All 
the other parties, Olivera, Forster and 
Garfias, are dead. The defendant cor­ 
poration is a syndicate composed of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles capitalists. 
They bought the ranch in the boom days 
and subdivided it. into forty-acre tracts. 
It is worth about $25 an acre, or $250.000 
in all. 


MCDONALD ACQUITTED. 


T h e C ourt I n str u c t* th e J u r y to 
H e tu r n a V erd ict. 
In Department 1 of the Superior Court 
yestorday C. F. McDonald was tried for 
the killing of Peter Anderson. The hom ­ 
icide took place at Santa Monica on the 
22d of October last. 
The first witness for the people was 
William Stewart, an eye witness to the 
quarrel. He testified that at about 5 
o’clock on the afternoon of October 22d 
he heard loud talking near kis place on 
the Santa Monica beach and stepped out 
to learn the cause. 
He saw Peter An­ 
derson at work shoveling sand—cutting 
away a small bank that had been raised 
to prevent water from running under 
McDonald's house. 
McDonald was pres­ 
ent. Anderson remarked to the former 
that he had no business to turn the water 
into his place. 
McDonald 
replied 
that he did not want to turn the water 
onto his property, but put up thp sand 
merely to protect his own property. 
Anderson responded that be was doing 
tne same thing. 
At the same time he 
continued to use his shovel to cut away 
the drain or batik. 
McDonald tried to 
explain matters but Anderson seemed to 
be angry and refused to listen to argu 
merit. 
McDonald told him to cease cut­ 
ting away the little bjnk, and began to 
shovel the sand back as fast as Ander­ 
son dug it out, rem arking: 
“ Pete, I 
put this dirt here and I wani you to quit 
and go off.” At this Anderson raised up 
his Bfiovel and made a motion as though 
to 
strike 
McDonald, 
who 
then 
raised 
his 
shovel 
and 
struck 
at 
Anderson, The blow seemed 
to 
stagger Anderson, 
for he fall back 
a little; but soon recovered his balance, 
and attempted to reach McDonald. The 
latter met his adversary w ith a second 
blow which had the effect of knocking 
him down. He never got op. 
McDon­ 
ald, seeing what had been done, called 
to another man who was close by, and 
the two picked up Anderaon and carried 
him to his house, and medical aid was 
summoned. 
McDonald volunteered to 
go for a physician, b at Stewart Mid be 
had better rem ain, which be did. An­ 
derson lingered until the following Fri­ 


day, when he died. The fatal wound was 
on the back of the head. The skull was 
fractured. 
W hen the people rested without put­ 
ting in any other 
m aterial evidence 
the court instructed the jury to return a 
verdict of not guilty, which was done. 


ST R E E T M ATTERS. 


P r o p o s a l to P a v e T h em a l l in a 
S u b s ta n tia l P la n n e r . 
The rain of 8aturday night was ex­ 
tremely heavy for a short tim e and the 
water flowed down some of the streets 
in such quantity as to wash away the 
surface mud and leave them in good con­ 
dition for travel. 
This was especially 
the case with M ain street south of Ninth 
street. 
Before the rain th at part of the 
thoroughfare was so muddy as to be al­ 
most impassable, bu t it now is in good 
condition and has a hard driving snrface. 
Sorao of the other streets to the west 
were treated sim ilarly and with the ex 
ception of a few places where there were 
washouts the streets are not in a very 
bad state. 
Some of the members of 
the 
Council 
have 
about 
come 
to

conclusion 
that 
it 
is 
a 
u?eleBS expense to cover etreets with 
gravel, especially with such gravel as is 
generally used here. 
It has been found 
that the graveled streets are usually in 
the worst condition after the rains. The 
porphyry pavem ents etood the rains very 
well, but complaint is made that this is 
an unhealthy kind of pavement. 
It is 
said that in some of the Eastern cities 
where it has been used considerably the 
property owners aie now apking to have 
it taken out. 
It is said to retain all im­ 
purities deposited upon it, and after it 
becomes impregnated with them , to be 
verv offensive. 
Major Bonsai I is very strongly in favor 
of paving all the streets with some ma­ 
terial that will last, and it is stated that 
an effort will be made at the next session 
of the Legislature to secure the passage 
of a bill that will permit the paving to 
be done, the payment to be made by 
bonds which the property owners can 
pay for in ten yearly installments. 
It is 
the impression that if the paving could 
be done in this m anner no one would ob­ 
ject to the improvement of the streets. 
It appears that the plan of Major Bon- 
sall for paving etreets and paying for the 
same by the sale of bonds is in active 
and successful operation in Denver and 
in Omaha. 
Colonel J. T. Newby, of 
Denver, who is visiting this city, stated 
yesterday to a H e r a l d reporter that bt 
far as it had gone the law under which 
they operated there seemed very satis­ 
factory. 
This law gave the legislative 
body of the city the power to order a 
street paved. 
T liejiext step in the pro­ 
ceedings was the determining of the cost 
of the work, and after this was done the 
Council ordered the issuance of bonds to 
cover the same. 
These bonds bore the 
names of the streets improved, and were 
made 
payable 
in 
ten 
install­ 
ments, 
bearing 
interest 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
4 
per cent, 
per 
annum 
As soon as the bonds had been sold the 
work was ordered to proceed, and up to 
the time he left there had been no de­ 
lays, The property owners were anxious 
to have the streets paved, especially as 
they had ten yeara to pay for the work, 
and while the bonds were liens on the 
property it was the general impression 
that their paym ent was no hardship 
The property owners who desired to 
clear their holding of the hen could do 
so, and in every way Colonel Newby 
thought the law would prove of incalcu­ 
lable benefit to hia city. 
He was of the 
impression th at a sim ilar law in Cali­ 
fornia would he of benefit to Los Angeles 
and thought th at active measures should 
be taken to have a bill covering the 
ground passed at the next meeting of the 
Legislature.

Of the 
resources of the region he speaks in the 
highest terms. 
A Franklin editor happened to men­ 
tion to a friend on Christmas day that, 
among other things he wanted, was an 
extra pair of suspenders. Before tbe day 
was over half the stores in town had sold 
all the suspenders they had and enough 
of those articles to last him for 150 years 
were in the possession of the editor. 
Two New Haven men were comparing 
notes on their domestic experiences, 
whey one of them said: “ Weil, I have 
learned something by experience.

The dynamite and the powder mills of 
Germany have just formed a trust.

All the 
profits of all members of the ¿rust will be 
pooled. Sixty per cent of them will go to 
the dynamite manufacturers and the rest 
to the powder men. 
Correggio’s “San Giovanni,’’ cited in 
the biographies and catalogues as having 
been in a church and subsequently lost, 
is thought to have been found. 
A gen­ 
tleman bought the picture lately for a 
very trifling sum from a poor family in 
the town of Correggio, and, after submit­ 
ting it to experts, it has been prononnced 
the real thing, a picture of great vigor 
and spontaneity and in Correggio’s best 
style. 
Montevideo, the capital of Uruguay, 
haB been taking a census, and finds its 
popnlation to be 170,000. This indicates 
a great and rapid growth, but Monte­ 
video, though it has a better harbor, and 
is not so far up stream as its more suc­ 
cessful rival, Buenos Ayres, cannot hope 
to overtake or keep within eight of that 
Argentine capital on the opposite bank 
of the great frith, or sea eBtuary, or river, 
known as La Plata. Buenos Ayres has 
today a population of 400,000, having 
doubled in about eight tears. 
When the Atlantic and West Point 
train pulled into the Union depot at At­ 
lanta, Ga., a day or two ago, a large 
white and blue speckled hound was dis­ 
covered perched in front of tbe locomo­ 
tive. He was sitting upon his haunches 
immediately under the headlight, and 
looked like the figurehead of a ship. He 
could not be coaxed from his perch and 
had to be forcibly pulled from the en­ 
gine.

The incident was so comical 
that both sought relief in laughter. 
In a sensational pamphlet entitled 
The Bomb,’’ a 8ervian railway official 
has just told the Servian people how M. 
Bontoux secured the concession for the 
construction and operation of the Servian 
State railway. According to the pam­ 
phlet Bontoux bought the favor of King 
Milan with 2,000,000 francs. He also gave 
the Minister President Pirotschanats, 
800,000 francs, the leader of the Pro­ 
gressive party, Garaschanin, 300,000; 
the Servian Ambassador then in Con­ 
stantinople, 200,000. and the Minister of 
Public Works, 220,000. These astound­ 
ing disclosures have turned Belgrade 
topsy turvy. All of them, save the ono 
concerning Milan, are thought to be sub­ 
stantially accurate.

Trains Will Get Through 
the Hierras. 


U a r l U l e I n Ike f o r u m 
The tariff is receiving a great deal of 
Attention of late. In the breeze excited 
by the articles contributed by Mr. Glad 
stone and Mr. Blaine to the last issue of 
the North American Review for January 
not as much interest has been developed 
in a remarkable article entitled “The 
Tariff and the Farm er,” written by Hon 
John G. Carlisle for the January nnmber 
of the Forum, and which contains as clear 
a statement of the anti-protection argu 
ments as could possibly be made. In all 
his productions Mr. Carlisle is very care­ 
ful to eschew rhetoric of any kind. His 
methods are logical in the extreme, and 
he has no use whatsoever for mere orna­ 
ment. He takes up the great protection 
argument th it the farmer is dependent 
on the home market for his prosperity, 
and shows that according to the census 
of 1880 there were employed in all the 
manufacturing and mechanical estab­ 
lishments of the United StateB only 
2,734,595 persons of all ages and sexes 
"Of these 2,019,035 were men and boys 
over 16 years old, 531.639 were women 
and girls over 15 years old, and 181,921 
were children and youths. 
Mr. Carlisle reaches the conclusion 
that there were not in the United States 
over 3,000,000 persons engaged in 1880 
in any branch of manufactures. He 
next takes the figures of Mr. Edward 
Atkinson, who claims that the average 
annual expenditure of the working peo­ 
ple of this country for themselves and 
families is about $73 per capita, and be 
reckons two children under ten years of 
age as equal to one adult consumer. The 
grand total of $219,000.000 would thus 
seem to represent the extreme amount of 
the expenditures of the industrial classes, 
and he reduces that amount to $160,000­ 
000 because much of thiB expenditure is 
for sugar, rice, tea, and a score of other 
prodacts that are not purchased from the 
American farmer but come from abroad. 
In fact, as a result of putting a great 
many fantasies through tbe alembic of 
fact, Mr. Carlisle takes his stand on the 
postulate that $SO,000,000 is the extreme 
figure that has annually reached the 
farmer from American operatives. This 
is certainly in marked contrast to tbe 
rosy pictures drawn by the Blaine school 
of political economists. 
Mr. Carlisle next proceeds to chow, to 
his own satisfaction and that of many 
clear headed men like himself, that while 
protection cannot increase the prices of 
our domestic agricultural products, it 
does largely increase the prices of a great 
part of the manufactured articles which 
the farmer is compelled to buy and use. 
The great Kentuckian devotes himself to 
an article contributed to the Forum by 
Senator Cullom, cf Illinois, who stated 
that “ the result with steel rails is but a 
typical case of the working of protec­ 
tion.” This is the favorite comparison 
with all the gentlemen who make elab­ 
orate protection arguments. Mr. Car­ 
lisle insists on stating that portion of the 
debate “a little more in detail and with 
a little more accuracy” than Cullom 
stated it. “ His (Cnllom’s) contention,” 
says Mr. Carlisle, “is, that the price of 
“ steel rails in this country has been re- 
“ dnced by protection; and in order to 
“ make the contrast between the prices 
“ in 1867 and 1887 more striking, he gives 
“ the price in depreciated currency for the 
“ former year and the price in gold for 
“ the latter one.” Mr. Carlisle then pro­ 
ceeds to show that under protection the 
people of the United States paid from 
1871 to 1882 just $159,312,216 more than 
they would have been obliged to pay if 
they had been allowed to buy their rails 
in England. 
Mr. Carlisle certainly makes no weak 
presentment of any phase of the argu­ 
m ent against protection. 
He points out 
the fact that according to Callom’s state­ 
ment, 1,042,921 tons of steel rails were 
imported into this country during the 
eame period of twelve years before re­ 
ferred to, upon which the people paid du­ 
ties to the amount of $29,201,788 in gold, 
making the whole extra cost $188,514,004. 
“ In other words,” said Mr. Carlisle, 
“ order to protect this industry, the 
“ people were taxed $188.514,004 
“ twelve years, out of which the govern 
“ ment received for public purposes the 
“ sum of $29,201,788, and the manufac 
“ turera of steel rails received for their 
“ private use the sum of $159,312,216. 
“ In the language of the Senator, ‘this is 
“ a typical case of the working of 
“ protectionand if we had such data 
•‘as would enable us to take up each pro- 
“ tected article and show how much this 
“ restrictive policy has added to its price, 
“ the farmers of the country, who cannot 
“ increase the prices of their products, 
•‘would be astounded at the enormous 
“ •am they are compelled to pay every 
“ year in order that others may realize 
“ large profits in their business.” 
Mr. Carlisle’s peculiarly logical way of 
stating things could not perhaps be bet­ 
ter exemplified than in the following

When Governor Waterman, taking hie 
cue from Vandever’s bill relating to the 
acquisition of Lower California, saw 
that gentleman’s annexation bluff, and 
went him two or three other Mexican 
States better, he did not foresee that he 
was sowing the teeth of an international 
dragon. 
No sooner had Waterman 
opened his mouth and put his foot in it 
than Borne of the smart ones of our 
Chamber of Commerce saw their oppor­ 
tunity, and jumping at his suggestion 
passed a series of resolutions annexing 
our neighbor’s territory right and left. 
We had looked upon this bb a harmless 
little piece of buncombe got up in the 
interest of Vandever, but never dreamed 
that the lyiexican Secretary of State 
should have taken the matter au sérieux 
and made it the subject of a grave diplo­ 
matic correspondence with the United 
States Foreign Department. Yet so it 
is. In the ccur6e of a letter from Mr. 
Mariscal, Mexican Secretary of State, to 
Minister Romero at Washington, dated 
January, 1890, the following startling 
passage occurs: 
“ Though we treat with contempt the 
boaets of idle and evil-disposed people 
who talk of a war of conquest or of revo­ 
lutionary movements plotted on our bor­ 
ders with a view of annexation of part 
of our country, it íb not so with other 
manifestations, from a respectable source, 
though they may have their origin in 
opinions equally destitute of foundation. 
I refer to the proposition which origi 
Dated in the Chamber of Commerce of 
Los Angeles, Cal., and was presented to 
the House of Representatives at Washing­ 
ton, authorizing the Executive to nego­ 
tiate with Mexico for tbe purchase of 
Lower California. I refer also to the 
opinion which, without, any reservation 
whatever, the Governor of the State of 
California expiesced to the reporter of a 
newspaper about the great convenience 
of such an acquisition, through the means 
suggested, and above all tbe purchase of 
our States of Sonora aDd Sinaloa, about 
which no mention had before been made, 
“ No matter how much the Mexican 
Government might be inclined to over 
look this double expression of an erron 
eoua judgment as to our patriotic senti 
mentB and our entire conformity with 
the opinion of our country in this regard, 
it cannot do so, considering that the ex­ 
pression of views in tbe present case 
emanates from no less than a high offi­ 
cial of the State of California, which is 
contiguous with our territory, and in 
view of these proposed annexations, we 
cannot look with indifference upon any­ 
thing comiDg from respectable author­ 
ities‘If anyone should tell us that no seri­ 
ous and well-concerted plan on the sub­ 
ject is entertained by them, but that 
it is rather the influence of the conditions 
and exigencies of interior politics which 
constrain them to express such ideas, 
we should be forced, even though 6trong 
in this belief, to deeply lament that iheri- 
were persons in California with such 
misguided judgment respecting ua who 
have influence enough to induce Gover­ 
nor Waterman to make public utterance? 
without thinking of the effect which they 
might afterward produce in our relations 
with neighboring nations.” 
Secretary Blaine doubtless laughed in 
his sleeve when he penned an emollient 
answer to tbe lacerated feelings of the 
Mexican Secretary of State. 
When he 
gave that gentlemen and his Government 
the assurances of his most distinguished 
considerations, we can imagine him say 
ing to himself : “ What cads these Mexi­ 
can officials must be to pay attention to 
the windy suspirationa and senseless 
kiteflying of Waterman and his fluffy 
counterpart in Congress, or to the bun­ 
combe resolutions of a few gentlemen 
gathered together at the headquarters of 
the Chamber of Commerce on a rainy 
day, for the purpose of extending the 
boundaries of the United States into the 
territory of its neighbor.” 


Some errors have been made all around 
in reporting the sale of the Nadeau the 
other day under a foreclosure. The lot 
is 120 feet on Spring street, and runs 
back a little short of a full city lot of 165 
feet. The building covew the entire 
ground space and cost $t£5,000. The 
original amount of the mortgage under 
the terms of which the sale was made 
was $225,000 There had accrued on 
this some $11,000 of interest. The total 
indebtedness fir which it was bid in at 
the Sheriff’s sale was about $238,000. It 
will be seen that the amount of the origi­ 
nal mortgage waa at the rate of more 
than $2,000 per foot for the Spring* 
street frontage, and that the total 
sum due at the time of sale came to more 
than $3,000 per ffront foot for that front­ 
age. 
Take away the original coBt of 
the building from the total indebtedness, 
and there would still remain more than 
$100.000 of the original mortgage on the 
ground alone, aud adding the accrued 
interest and other additions to the in­ 
debtedness, tbe amount due over the 
cost of the building is $113,000, or nearly 
$950 per front foot on the Spring-street 
frontage, llemombering that this is the 
cost of tbe property under a foreclosure 
sale, it puts a pretty stiff valuation on 
Spring-street property. 


T iie blockade on the Central Pacific 
has lasted Eince the 15th, a period of 
two weeks. It was expected that the 
imprisoned trains would be released last 
night and get through. This is by far 
the longest interruption that has ever 
occurred to travel on that road. A1 
though such blockades may not be 
looked for often, this one has attracted 
such unusual attention and resulted in 
so much hardship to the imprisoned pas­ 
sengers and loss to the company that 
the attention of railroad builders will be 
directed more and more to the advant­ 
ages of the route below the snow-belt by 
way of Southern Utah into Southern 
California. That is the route of the 
future for all railroads that ure to be 
built to this Coast from the Western 
States. 


I t is feared that there may be oerioup 
suffering for want of food in some of the 
towns in tbe highest and most isolated 
parts of the Sierra Nevadas. They were 
not generally supposed to be provided for 
a long siege of exclusion from their usual 
bases of eupplies, and will therefore find 
themselves without food and beyond the 
reach of relief.

We are not prepared to pay that Mr. 
Richard Garvey has an action in law 
against the city for the damages he has 
sustained in his property at the corner of 
Spring and Ninth street; but there can 
be no doubt that he has been most 
shamefully injured by the failure of the 
authorities to provide for a proper grade 
for tbe street at that point. Over a year 
ago Mr. Garvey commenced to improve 
his lot. Twice laet winter the excava­ 
tion was filled with water from the street 
and the walls washed down. During 
tbe dry season he again started in to 
erect his building. He built extensive 
foundation walls, placed granite curbs all 
around the two fronts of the lot, and 
was ordered by the Street Superinten­ 
dent to lay a substantial sidewalk over 
tbe brick arches he had built into the 
street. He did so. Tbe last storm sent 
the waters of Spring and Main streets 
rushing agaiDst his new-laid curbs, 
undermined them and filled the base­ 
ment. The walls are again in a state of 
ruin, and for the third time he will be 
compelled to rebuild all his foundation 
walls. 
Time and again he has aeked 
the Council to make puch changes in the 
grade at his corner as would cause the 
waters of the two principal streets to 
flow on past his lot instead o/ being pre­ 
cipitated against it. 
The grade of the 
street is higher on the east side 
than on the west side, and that 
throws the whole volume of the water 
of the two streets into the hollow which 
is formed at his corner by the existing 
grade. The Council has done nothing to 
correct the grade, and Mr. Garvey’s 
losses, first and last, on this account 
have amounted to abont $8,000. We

L argest B rid ge lu iu e W orld. 
Gustav Lindenthal, 
a celebrated 
bridge builder and engineer, of Pitts­ 
burg, is having prepared a model of a 
bridge to span the Hudson from Jersey 
City to New York. John H. Stubbo is 
constructing the model at Hazelwood. 
The drawings show an immense and 
graceful structure stretched across the 
Hudson at the foot of Fourteenth street, 
New York, to the Jersey shore, about 
midway between Jersey City and Ho­ 
boken. 
One immense span, 2,850 feet in 
length, clears the river, and two other 
spans, each over 2,500 feet, extend from 
p ers on the sho e to the immense 
anchorage on either side. The structure 
is to be a suspension bridge, the main 
span ewiuging from two towers, which 
surmount immense piers that are to be 
built at the river’s edge in order not to 
interfere with the shipping. 
These towers are to be 50G feet in 
height, almost double those of the Brook­ 
lyn bridge. From high-water mark to 
the fl jor the rood way is 140 feet, 20 feet 
more than that of the Brooklyn bridge. 
The span between the towers is to he 
1,255 feet longer than that oí th&Booklyn 
bridge. Instead of the cables being 
carried away, inlaid and anchored, they 
are secured in immense Fquaies oí ma­ 
sonry at the termination of the short 
spans. The shore anchorages are to be 
120 feet in height, 180 feet wide and 400 
feet long, of eolid masonry, except a 
tunnel through the upper end fcr the 
roadway. 
The roadway is to be eighty-five feet 
wide, and will accommodate six railroad 
tracks. It will be supported by four ira 
menoe cablea, two on each side, passing 
over the towers and fastened into either 
end. Those cables are to oe four fset in 
diameter, and will contain 15,000-steel 
wires each. These will weigh two tons 
to the foot. The full length of the bridgo 
is to be something over seven thousand 
feet.The scheme is to avoid the ferriage 
across the Hudson river by railroad com­ 
panies. There are ten railroads center­ 
ing at Jersey City, aud the proposed 
bridgo, with its six tracks, would given 
amble relief. The cost is estimated at 
$4,000,000. It is the purpose to have the 
Govern m int take hoid of the project and 
build a national bridge. An appropria­ 
tion will be asked from the next Congress 
of $4,000 000 for the purpose. 
The 
bridge will dwarf every structure of the 
same kind in the world. 
It will be 
nearly twice the size of the Brooklyn 
bridge in all its proportions.—[Scriptus 
League Sentinel.

S a c r a m e n to, January 28.—The final 
chapter in the record of the effort to 
break one of the greatest blockades ... 
the history of the Central Pacific, began 
with the trip of the rotary snow plow 
from Blue Cafion up the hill to Cascade 
on Sunday morning. The sun came out 
from the clouds and brought comfort 
to the crews of the three engines which 
with the plow, had made three miles 
Blue from canon between noon of Satur­ 
day and 9 o’clock Sunday morning. Wet 
snow and ice retarded tbe progress of the 
plow 
every 
few 
feet, and mou 
with shovels would then have to 
remove the dense mass packed in front 
of the rotary blades. 
It was 2 o’clock Sunday before the 
rotary reached Emigrant Gap, taking 
twenty-six hours to make five miles. 
Engineers Trott. and Meyers who had 
b8»*n blocked up in a woodshed by snow, 
were picked up about noon, having been 
thirty hours without food. At Emigrant 
Gap Assistant Superintendent Burk- 
haller, who came up behind the rotary 
on a special train, was taken sick and 
obliged to return to Sacramento. The 
rotary made the journey through the 
snoweheds to Cisco without difficulty. It 
was when Cascade was reached that the 
chief labor of the blockade-raise re be­ 
gan. From the shed opening for a mile 
and a quarter was the heaviest deposit of 
snow on the hill, being from 14 to 20 
feet deep. 
Late Sunday evening the rotary was 
started on its final task. The plow 
choked at every turn of her driving 
wheels, and finally a halt was called. 
Yesterday the battle resumed, and after 
four hours of labor the Cascade bridge 
was reached. Here the plow took a 
firm 
hold 
on 
the 
enow, 
and 
hurled 
it 
in 
a 
mighty 
stream 
far over tbe bank into the cafion below. 
All day and night the plow pushed into 
the drifts, and at 5 o’clock Tuesday 
morning word was brought to the wait­ 
ing crowd in tbe CaFcade shed that the 
blockade was practically raised, and the 
hundreds of snow shovelers sent up a 
cheer. There is now but a few hundred 
vards to complete and the blockade will 
be raised. 


storms on the Pacific Coast begin so far 
south as that which caused the lata heavy 
fall of snow in the Sierras, and of rain 
elsewhere. S:orms on the Coast usually 
originate in the ocean at a well defined 
l>oint, just south of the Columbia river. 
Lieuteuant Maxfiold says that since the 
middle of October the bad weather has 
not been one continuóos storm, au has 
been generally thought, but has been a 
peries of storms extending over a period 
of four or five days each, and broken 
ouly by one or two days fair weather. 
The rainstorm which began ia3t Tueadav 
and melted some of the snow ia the 
mountains was ordinary in its origin, and 
its disastrous effects were doe lo the 
storm which preceded it. This storm 
arose off the coast of Humboldt county 
and pursued an eastern course to the 
Sierras, where its motion was deflected 
to the eouth. The mountains also forced 
the storm clouds into higher altitudes, 
causing snow. The temperature mod­ 
erated before last Tuesday, so that tiio 
rain which set in did not tura to snow.

Frank Lamoree was sentenced to im ­ 
prisonm ent in the county jail for six 
months by Police Judge Owens, on the 
18th instant, for faisely impersonating

Superintendent J. C. Robinson and 
W. A. 8eymour, the engineer, of the 
Los Angeles Cable Railroad Company, 
were arrested about one o’clcck yester­ 
day afternoon by Officer Manning at the 
Grand-avenue power bouse on warrants 
charging them with having obstructed 
Seventh street by building dam s com­ 
posed of sacks of sand across it to divert 
the storm water from the power house 
during the recent heavy rainstorm. As 
the am ount of bail required was stated 
on the w arrant to be $25 cash, both gen­ 
tlemen deposited that amount with the 
policeman and thus secured their release 
from custody without having to be

The 
complaints 
upon 
which

warrants were issued were filed by In ­ 
spector Schwannecke, of the Street Su­ 
perintendent’s office. 
Superintendent 
Hawks, of the Main-Btreet and Agricul­ 
tural Park Railroad Company, was aleo 
arrested upon a similar, charge about 3 
o’clcck by Officer Woodward, and he was 
also released upon bail in the sum of $25. 
In connection with the above arrests it 
may be mentioned that the Superinten­ 
dent of Streets, Colonel W. E. Morford, 
threatened Vice President Robinson oi 
the cable company with arrest for ob­ 
structing the street in November last 
after the first heavy rains. In response 
to a communication from him with refer­ 
ence to the affair at that time, Mr. Rob­ 
inson wrote as follows: 
W. E. Morford, Esq , Street Superintend 
dent, Los Angeles: 
Dear S i r — In reply to yours of 20th 
inet., before me upon my return from 
San 
Francisco today, the receipt of 
which, however, I notice has been ac­ 
knowledged in my absence. I beg to say 
th at until the city adopts efficient m eth­ 
ods to protect our property from storms 
and floods I shall continue to take every 
precaution to do so. 
We have suffered 
thousands of dollars of damage without 
complaint and have endeavored with our 
whole force, at great expense to the com­ 
pany, to do that for ourselves which we 
consider we have a right to demand 
from the city—protection to life and 
property. 
I regret, therefore, the more 
th at the sentim ental complaints referred 
to should m ake it incumbent upon yon to 
prohibit us, under threats of arrest, from 
acting as every private citizen in Los 
Angeles has the right to act, namely, to 
protect and preserve, at all hazards, 
their own property from dam age; aDd, 
arrest or no arrest, these rights and 
privileges I. at least, shall continue to 
exercise.
